An lncrea.se In the planllng of trees nnd shrubbery and more exltnslvc 
ndverUsmt; of Hho.shone falU were urRrd by J-Tederlck J. Adams. Omnhn. 
Neb. who In iB33 donated about 75 acres ot land around Shoshone falls 
for eitabtlihmcnl ot a city piuk, 

Mr. and Mn. Adnms were In Twin Fails Monday nnd Tuesday a,i the 
culmination of a trip that had tnkcn them lo nearly all the state nark.i 
on Uie Pacific ccnst. Tills was their first visit In Twin Falls In five years. 

"It Is hnrd to see why Twin Fnlls * 
hain't taken greater advantage ot 
.dvrrtlilna the attractiveness of 
Shothone falls nnd the Snake river 
ms dednrcd. "A man 
from MInnen polls once remarked 
that MlnhcTpolla would pny mlll- 
lonj of dotlam to have Shoshone 
falU." 

Nf«di Slorc Trre« 
lie said that the canyon needed 
ore iTcca and ursed tlir planting 
native trees to oupplrment the 
beauly of the' aren. He lauded the 
city park department tor keeping 
the area In good condition and com- 
mented favorably iin the condition 
of the roads.
